FOURTH  SESSION. 


Sept.  11,  2  p.  M. 

The  session  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  E.  S.  Henry. 

The  reading  of  parochial  reports  was  resumed 

On  motion,  Rev.  J.  B.  East  was  received  as  an  advisory  mem- 
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BENEFICIARY  EDUCATION. 

Rev.  C.  A.  Hay,  D.  D.,  from  the  Education  Committee,  read 
the  following : — 

During  the  past  year  seven  young  men  have  been  receiving  aid  from  our 
funds,  viz  : — Messrs.  Dunbar,  Wagner,  Leeser  and  Yost,  in  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  and  Messrs.  Wirt,  Staley  and  Croll,  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  College.  Five  others  were  entitled,  by  a  vote  of  Synod,  to  receive 
aid,  but  failed  to  apply  for  it. 

Mr.  Moser,  of  Tennessee,  who  hoped  to  resume  his  studies,  has  not  been 
able  to  do  so.  He  is  at  present  engaged  as  an  agent  in  selling  maps,  and 
promises  to  refund  what  has  been  advanced  to  him,  in  case  he  cannot  enter 
the  ministry. 

Mr.  Bobst,  of  Kutztown,  Pa.,  felt  that  he  could  not  comply  with  the 
conditions  annexed  to  the  granting  of  the  appropriation  by  the  Synod. 
He  expresses  himself  grateful  for  the  help  hitherto  afforded  him  by  the 
Synod,  but  will  get  along  for  the  present  without  any  further  aid. 

Mr.  Delp  failed  to  return  to  college,  assigning  as  a  reason  that  his  pecu¬ 
niary  embarrassments  rendered  it  impossible  for  him  to  do  so,  and  stating 
that,  under  present  circumstances  (February,  1874),  “  he  cannot  fully  guar¬ 
antee,  Providence  permittting,  his  return  to  college  next  fall,”  but  he  hopes 
at  no  distant  day  to  resume  his  studies. 

Mr.  Fortney,  who  was  to  enter  the  middle  class,  in  the  Seminary,  failed 
to  appear.  Under  date  of  July  20,  1874,  he  apologizes  to  the  committee 
for  having  interrupted  his  course  without  their  knowledge  or  permission, 
and  requests  to  be  taken  again  upon  the  funds,  so  that  he  may  return  to 
the  Seminary.  The  committee  recommend  that  he  be  received  again  upon 
the  funds. 

Mr.  Sanderson  returned  and  entered  the  Sophomore  class,  in  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  College,  but,  after  a  few  weeks,  went  home  in  ill  health,  and,  under  the 
advice  of  his  physician,  secured  employment  on  the  railroad.  He  promises 
to  refund,  with  interest,  what  has  been  advanced  to  him,  and  lias  already  in 
part  fulfilled  his  pledge,  having  lifted  two  of  the  notes  held  against  him  by 
the  Synod,  amounting,  with  interest,  to  $115.00. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Dunbar  and  Wagner,  having  with  commendable  steadiness 
and  fidelity,  regularly  pursued  their  studies  in  both  our  institutions  at  Get¬ 
tysburg,  were  honorably  graduated  at  the  last  commencement  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

At  present  there  are  regularly  upon  our  funds  Mr.  Leeser,  of  the  Senior 
class  in  the  Seminary  at  Gettysburg;  Mr.  Yost,  of  the  Middle  class,  and 
Messrs.  Staley  and  Wirt,  graduates  of  Pennsylvania  College,  who  expect 
to  enter  the  Seminary  on  the  24th  inst.  Also,  Mr.  Croll,  of  the  Junior 
class  in  Pennsylvania  College. 

The  committee  recommend— 

1.  That  the  usual  appropriation  be  granted  to  the  five  students  last 
named. 
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2.  Thai  the  same  amount  be  granted  to  Mr.  Edmund  Hantel,  who  ex¬ 
pects  to  pursue  an  eclectic  course  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettys¬ 
burg. 

3.  That  aid  to  the  amount  of  $150.00  be  granted  to  Mr.  Daniel  Shetler, 
of  the  Freshman  class  in  Pennsylvania  College. 

The  committee  are  pleased  to  learn  that  several  additional  applications 
for  aid  will  be  made  at  the  present  meeting  of  Synod. 

The  committee  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  fact 
that  had  it  not  been  for  the  failure  of  several  of  our  beneficiaries  to  avail 
themselves  of  the  aid  promised  to  them  a  year  ago,  this  department  of  our 
treasury  would  now  be  deeply  in  debt.  At  the  same  time,  by  a  standing 
resolution  of  the  Synod,  the  committee  is  instructed  not  to  reject  any  suitable 
applicant  for  aid.  It  is  evident,  therefore,  that  in  order  to  carry  on  this 
part  of  our  work  without  serious  embarrassment,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
all  the  ministerial  brethren  to  present  this  cause  with  great  earnestness  to 
our  people,  and  to  strive  to  develop  increased  liberality  among  them  in 
this  direction. 

A  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  is  herewith  submitted,  for  the 
inspection  of  which  the  committee  respectfully  request  the  appointment 
of  an  auditing  committee.

Resolved ,  That  the  frequent  abuse  of  the  system  caused  by  the  failure 
of  young  men  to  meet  their  obligations,  they  having  discontinued  their 
studies  before  completion,  and  entered  upon  some  other  pursuit,  and  by  their 
refusing  to  refund  the  moneys  they  have  received,  compels  us  hereafter  to 
look  more  to  the  quality  of  our  beneficiaries  than  to  the  quantity. 

Resolved ,  That  in  view  of  the  disappointments  we  have  met,  and  the 
losses  we  have  sustained,  pastors  and  churches  who  urge  the  claims  of 
young  men  upon  the  funds  of  the  Education  Society,  ought  to  make 
themselves  responsible  for  their  faithfulness  in  fulfilling  the  demands  of  the 
Society. 

Resolved ,  That  from  our  sad  experience  in  the  direction  of  Beneficiary 
Education,  the  admonition  of  St.  Paul  to  minister-hunters  comes  to  us  with 
double  force — 41  lay  hands  suddenly  upon  no  man.”

He  presented  in  clear,  practical  remarks  the  vast 
importance  of  the  college  to  the  prosperity  of  the  church,  and 
the  necessity  of  energetically  applying  ourselves  to  the  work 
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which  has  been  initiated  for  the  purpose  of  greatly  enlarging  its 
endowment. 

The  following  resolutions  were  then  offered,  discussed  and 
heartily  adopted  : — 

Resolved,  That  we  do  hereby  reaffirm  our  action  of  last  year  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  endowment  of  Pennsylvania  College.

Resolved.  That  Bev.  Dr.  Iff.  Valentine,  President  of  Pennsylvania  Col¬ 
lege,  prepare  for  publication  in  the  “  Lutheran  Observer,”  the  speech  he 
delivered  on  the  floor  of  Syuod  upon  the  resolutions  relating  to  the  endow¬ 
ment  of  Pennsylvania  College  at  Gettysburg,  on  Saturday  morning,  Sep¬ 
tember  12  th. 

REPORT  OX  PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

This  report,  your  committee,  upon  careful  examination,  find  to  be  a  clear 
and  concise  statement  of  the  official  duties  performed  by  the  President 
during  his  term  of  office. 

The  following  items  call  for  Synodical  action  : — 

1.  The  death  of  Dr.  Stork.  While  the  President  has  spoken  most  fitting 
words  concerning  the  departure  of  this  beloved  brother,  yet  your  commit¬ 
tee  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee,  to  prepare  a  suit¬ 
able  minute  expressive,  not  only  of  his  beautiful  character,  but  also  of  the 
deep  appreciation  of  his  worth  as  a  Christian  minister  and  brother,  and 
as  one  of  the  founders  and  almost  life-long  member  of  the  Synod  of  East 
Pennsylvania. 

2.  The  action  of  the  Trustees  of  Pennsylvania  College,  concerning  the 
Stroub  legacy  At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pennsylvania 
College,  held  in  June  last,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  this  Board  formally  apply  to  the  Synod  of  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  for  the  bequest  of  Mr.  Henry  Stroub.  to  form  a  nucleus  of  a  Svn- 
odical  endowment  of  a  professorship  in  this  institution,  on  our  pledge  that 
for  every  thousand  dollars  realized  from  said  bequest,  this  Board  grant  to 
the  Synod  a  perpetual  scholarship  for  the  education  of  a  beneficiary. 

Your  committee  not  desiring  to  forestall  the  apropriation  of  this  fund- 
think  it  proper  simply  to  call  the  attention  of  the  trustees  of  the  fund  to 
this  resolution. 

3.  The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  directed  to  the  distracted  condition  of 
Grace  Church.  Philadelphia.  Your  committee  would  advise  that  this  entire 
matter  be  handed  over  to  the  Philadelphia  Conference,  with  instructions  to 
effect,  if  possible,  such  a  settlement  of  their  difficulties  as  will  lead  to  peace 
and  united  action  in  the  future,  and  that  he  action  of  conference  be  final. 

4.  The  President,  in  the  conclusion  of  his  report,  calls  the  attention  of 
the  Synod  to  the  propriety  of  giving  less  prominence  to  the  business  and  de¬ 
voting  more  time  to  the  consideration  of  questions  more  vitally  connected 
with  the  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Your  committee  would  propose  the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
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inquire  into  the  practicability  of  such  a  measure,  and  report  at  the  next 
annual  convention  of  Synod.

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  STROUB  LEGACY. 

Rev.  Prof.  J.  R.  Dimm,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report : — 

Your  committee,  appointed  as  Trustees  to  take  charge  of  the  legacy 
bequeathed  to  the  church  by  the  late  Henry  Stroub,  of  Montour  county, 
Pa.,  would  report  as  follows  : — 

Henry  Stroub  was  born  in  Northampton  county,  Pa.,  and  in  early  life 
removed  with  his  father  from  that  place  to  Montour  county,  four  miles 
from  Danville.  He  grew  up  on  his  father’s  farm,  and  having  been  bap¬ 
tized  in  infancy,  was  at  the  proper  age  confirmed  in  the  Lutheran  church. 
In  early  life  he  was,  according  to  his  own  confession,  quite  worldly;  but 
during  a  series  of  meetings  held  in  the  church  near  his  place  by  Rev.  P. 
Willard,  then  pastor  in  Danville,  he  became  thoroughly  changed  by  the 
power  of  the  Word  and  the  influences  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  From  that 
point  on  he  lived  a  thoroughly  spiritual  life.  He  established  his  family 
altar;  he  labored  in  prayer  with  his  neighbors  ;  he  contributed  to  every 
good  cause  presented  to  him ;  he  had  attained  a  degree  of  progress  in 
spirituality  and  true  holiness  reached  by  few  of  the  struggling  Christians 
in  this  world,'  and  at  the  end  of  life  he  sealed  his  faith  by  willing  his  entire 
estate,  valued  at  nearly  $17,000,  to  the  cause  of  the  Lord.  He  died  in 
full  faith  in  February,  1873,  and  has  left  behind  him  influences  for  good  that 
will  work  on  till  the  end  of  time. 

We  have  been  asked  to  accept  the  securities  he  left  and  collect  them 
ourselves.  We  have  consented  to  do  so,  but  for  some  reason  the  executors 
have  not  yet  transferred  the  entire  amount.  What  we  have  received  is  as 
follows : — 

On  Oct.  20,  1873,  we  received  one  perpetual  scholarship,  valued  at  $350, 
which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Rev.  Dr.  C.  A.  Hay,  of  Gettysburg,  the 
chairman  of  the  Educationa  Committee  of  this  Synod. 
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Received,  cash,  part  of  the  price  of  the  homestead .  $300  00

REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS  IX  THEOLOGICAL  SEMIXARY. 

The  directors  whom  you  have  been  pleased  to  appoint  to  represent 
this  Synod  in  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod’s  Theological  Seminary  at 
Gettysburg,  offer  the  following  report : — 
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Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  this  Synod  there  was  one  special  and 
one  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held.  The  former  was  called 
for  the  purpose  of  making  another  effort  to  fill  the  chair  of  the  third  pro¬ 
fessorship,  and  to  make  the  necessary  provision  for  the  fulfilling  of  all  at¬ 
tendant  duties.  The  attendance  of  directors  was  larger  than  we  were  pre¬ 
pared  to  expect.  This  meeting  was  held  on  the  second  day  of  December, 
1873.  We  are  truly  happy  to  make  record  here  of  the  success  of  the  work 
then  performed.  The  Rev.  Edward  J.  Wolf,  of  Baltimore,  was  elected  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  Church  History  and  New  Testament  Exegesis,  and  was  inducted 
into  his  office  last  April.  The  Board  ordered  the  purchase  of  a  house  in 
the  borough  as  a  home  for  the  new  professor. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  convened  on  the  23d  day  of  last  June. 
There  was  a  good  attendance.  The  Board,  which  was  now  taking  com¬ 
fort  in  having  the  three  professorial  chairs  filled  with  competent  gentlemen 
in  whom  the  church  feels  great  confidence,  was  for  a  short  time  pained  by 
the  unexpected  tender  of  his  resignation  on  the  part  of  Dr.  Brown,  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Faculty.  We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  desire  of  the  doctor  was 
overcome  by  the  unanimous  and  decided  request  of  the  Board  that  he  remain 
in  his  laborious  position. 

During  the  four  days  immediately  preceding  the  annual  assembling  of  the 
Board  the  regular  examination  of  the  students  was  conducted  in  presence  of 
a  committee  of  the  Board  appointed  at  the  preceding  annual  me'eting.  It 
was  subsequently  reported  to  the  Board  that  the  examination  was  very 
creditable  to  both  students  and  instructors.  Places  were  given  in  the  pro¬ 
gramme  to  the  various  branches  of  study  pursued  in  the  institution.  Sev¬ 
eral  essays  were  interspersed  at  suitable  intervals.  In  these  exercises  there 
was  abundant  evidence  apparent  that  the  students  were  making  commend¬ 
able  progress  in  study  and  attaining  to  no  small  degree  of  facility  in  inde¬ 
pendent  research . 

The  number  of  students  in  the  past  year  was  forty-two.  About  thirty 
of  these  will  return  at  the  opening  of  the  next  session,  and  as  many  others 
are  expected  to  join  them  to  keep  the  number  equal  at  least  to  that  of  the 
seminary  year  just  past.  It  is  to  be  deplored  thatjthe  evil  of  some  students 
cutting  short  their  course  in  the  institution  is  not  yet  wholly  cured.  Both 
professors  and  directors  continue  to  ask  the  aid  of  Synods  in  applying  a 
remedy.  Only  when  our  Synods  shall  be  of  one  mind  in  refusing  to  treat 
each  irregular  case  as  a  case  calling  for  special  leniency,  may  we  hope  for  a 
decided  reform  in  this  particular. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  institution  was  reported  by  the  excellent 
treasurer  to  be  very  safe  and  comfortable.  Money  is  still  needed,  especially 
for  the  contingent  expenses,  but  by  careful  husbandry  of  its  resources,  the 
current  demands  upon  the  treasury  have  been  steadily  and  promptly  met. 

Fifty  years  of  the  seminary’s  history  will  be  complete  in  the  year  1876. 
A  committee  has  been  appointed  to  devise  a  suitable  method  for  celebrat- 
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ing  the  semi-centennial  anniversary.  A  like  committee  named  by  the 
Alumni  Association  will  co-operate.  It  is  presumed  that,  in  accordance 
with  intimations  already  given,  the  joint  committee  will  agree  not  only  to 
provide  for  an  appropriate  reunion,  but  that  a  plan  will  also  be  presented 
for  securing  the  means  for  endowing  a  fourth  professorship,  a  library  fund, 
a  contingent  fund,  together  with  the  means  for  erecting  a  fire-proof  library 
hall,  etc. 

Refraining  from  unduly  consuming  your  time,  your  committee  would  yet, 
in  conclusion,  remind  you  that  the  seminary  should  ever  be  regarded  as 
worthy  of  your  most  sincere  thoughts,  prayers  and  efforts,  whether  you  look 
at  its  past  or  present ;  and  express  the  earnest  hope  that  this  Synod  will 
ever  cherish  this  school  of  the  prophets  as  one  of  its  chief  instrumentalities 
in  fulfilling  its  own  high  calling.  Let  prayer  ever  be  made  that  abundant 
blessing  to  the  church  may  continue  to  flow  from  this  hopeful  source  to  the 
glory  of  God,  through  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  head  of  the  Church.

The  undersigned  committee,  appointed  by  the  Lebanon  Conference,  to 
inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  so-called  Petersburg  charge,  in  Lancaster 
county,  recommend  the  following  to  Synod  : — 

1.  That  Manheim,  New  Haven  and  Petersburg,  now  served  by  Rev.  J. 
Peter,  be  constituted  a  charge,  under  the  name  of  Manheim  charge. 

2.  That  Synod  recommend  the  Brickerville  congregation,  now  served 
by  Rev.  W.  S.  Porr,  to  the  Home  Missionary  Board,  requesting  that  the 
sum  of  $200  be  appropriated. 

3.  That  Revs.  Porr  and  Suesserott  be  requested  to  arrange,  if  possible, 
with  the  Millersville  and  Rohrerstown  congregations  to  unite  with 
Brickerville,  under  Rev.  Porr,  in  order  to  make  the  Brickerville  charge 
self-sustaining  as  soon  as  possible.

HOME  MISSION  REPORT. 

The  Advisory  Committee  would  present  to  Synod,  with  their  report,  the 
operations  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in  the  bounds  of  the  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod,  through  the  Secretary,  Rev.  J.  W.  Goodlin  : — 

To  the  Members  of  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod— Brethren : 
The  Board  of  Home  Missions  would  report  that  it  has  but  one  mission 
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under  its  care  within  the  bounds  of  your  Synod,  viz  :  Mankeim,  Pa.  The 
missionary.  Rev.  J.  Peter,  has  been  laboring  successfully.  The  appropri¬ 
ation  to  this  mission  by  the  Board  is  $200.  It  is  now  self-sustaining.  No 
other  appropriations  have  been  made  by  your  Synod,  as  there  were  no 
other  applications  for  aid  since  your  last  meeting. 

From  the  Secretary’s  annual  report  to  the  Board  you  will  observe  that 
the  work  of  missions  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  but  that  the  finances  are 
truly  in  a  deplorable  state. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  to  this 
aspect  of  the  work,  and  urge  the  most  earnest  and  prompt  efforts  on  the 
part  of  the  congregations  and  Synod  for  the  replenishing  of  the  Treasury 
of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  The  prospects  for  increasing 
the  number  and  extent  of  our  home  missionary  work  are  great. 

Will  the  Synod  give  this  matter  its  serious  and  prayerful  consideration  ? 

The  Board  send  greetings,  praying  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church 
may  be  with  you  in  your  deliberations  and  bless  you  in  your  labors. 

The  Lebanon  Conference  formed  a  mission  at  Myerstown  and  vicinity- 
The  Rev.  W.  I.  Cutter  has  been  called  to  this  field  as  pastor.  He  has 
labored  there  for  the  last  five  months.  He  reports  three  organized  con¬ 
gregations  and  a  membership  of  about  150,  three  Sunday-schools  with  250 
scholars,  and  two  prayer-meetings.  The  prospects  are  encouraging  for 
building  up  a  self-sustaining  charge. 

Your  committee  is  happy  to  report  nearly  all  the  vacancies  at  our  last 
annual  meeting  are  now  supplied  with  earnest  and  faithful  men.  There 
are  a  few  vacant  congregations,  in  rural  districts,  that  should  be  provided 
for  with  regular  preaching  at  this  meeting. 

We  suggest  that  in  the  larger  and  growing  towns  mission  schools  be 
established,  and  lots  suitable  for  church  purposes  be  secured,  wherever 
possible  and  practicable.  Respectfully  submitted.

DEACONESSES, 

Your  committee,  appointed  at  the  last  convention  of  this  Synod,  to 
whom  was  assigned  the  duty  of  reporting  at  the  present  meeting,  con- 
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cerning  the  propriety  of  re-establishing  the  ancient  order  of  Deaconesses, 
would  respectfully  report  the  following:  — 

Whereas,  The  Word  of  God  reveals  very  plainly  the  existence  of 
deaconesses  in  the  Apostolic  Church  ;  and  whereas  church  history  informs 
us  of  their  existence  in  the  Latin  Church  into  the  5th  century,  and  in  the 
Greek  Church  into  the  12th  century ;  and  whereas  there  is  now  a  vast 
amount  of  female  talent  unemployed  in  our  church  ;  therefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  recommend  to  the  charges  within  its  bounds 
the  appointment  of  from  2  to  4  deaconesses,  in  each  congregation,  whose 
duties  it  shall  be,  1.  To  visit  the  sick,  especially  of  their  own  sex  ;  to  pro¬ 
cure  nurses,  etc.  2.  To  attend  to  the  wants  of  the  poor.  3.  To  see  to  it 
that  the  poor  orphans  of  the  congregation  are  provided  with  homes,  edu¬ 
cation,  etc.  4.  To  seek  to  reclaim  the  fallen  of  their  own  sex  and  labor 
faithfully  to  promote  the  interest  of  the  congregation  and  the  cause  of 
Christ.

MINUTE  ON  THE  DEATH  OF  DR.  STORK. 

Dr.  Albert,  on  behalf  of  the  committee,  presented  the  following: 

Whereas,  Since  our  last  Synodical  meeting,  it  has  pleased  our  heavenly 
Father  to  remove,  in  the  glorious  triumph  of  death,  our  much  beloved 
brother,  Dr.  Stork,  from  his  labor  upon  earth  to  his  rest  and  reward  in 
heaven  ; 

And,  whereas,  his  life-long  association  with  this  Synod  and  hearty  iden¬ 
tification  with  its  interests  deserve  from  us  a  loving  tribute  to  his  memory  ; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  removal  of  Dr.  Stork  by  the  hand  of  death,  this 
Synod  has  lost  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments — the  church  one  of  its  promi¬ 
nent  workers — the  pulpit  one  of  its  most  effective  preachers,  and  his  minis¬ 
terial-  associates  a  loving  friend,  a  sympathizing  companion,  and  a  warm¬ 
hearted  Christian  brother. 

Resolved,  That  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  Dr.  Stork  deserves  our  lasting  gratitude,  since  the  Synod  of  East 
Pennsylvania,  in  her  progress  and  growth,  is  crowded  with  blessed  memo¬ 
ries  of  Christian  workers  and  Christian  work,  and  has  stood  nobly  by  the 
grand  army  of  Christ  in  every  movement  made  for  the  extension  of  his 
kingdom  upon  earth. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  great  success  of  Dr.  Stork,  as  an  ambassador  of 
Christ,  we  have  a  forcible  exemplification  of  a  preacher  of  brilliant  talents, 
and  yet  of  a  truly  humble  spirit — of  a  highly  polished  literary  culture, 
and  yet  of  transparent  simplicity  of  speech  in  all  his  discourses — of  great 
positiveness  and  force  in  the  pulpit,  and  yet  touchingly  persuasive  in  his 
utterances — of  a  fearless  and  earnest  nature  in  his  deliverances,  and  yet 
gentle  and  courteous  to  all  men. 

Resolved,  That  as  an  author  Dr.  Stork  is  deserving  of  more  than  a  pass¬ 
ing  notice,  since  his  pen,  moved  by  the  inspiration  of  kindness,  clothed  in- 
the  garb  of  beauty  truths  which  have  bound  our  “  Home  Circles”  closer, 
which  have  brought  nearer  to  our  hearts  the  Church  of  our  Fathers,  and 
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which  have  proved  words  in  season  not  only  to  those  in  the  “  Afternoon” 
of  life,  but  to  the  weary  and  the  heavy  laden,  the  desponding  and  the  dying. 

Resolved ,  That  in  the  broad  Christian  charity,  which  characterized 
Dr.  Stork  in  his  relations  to  men  who  differed  from  him  in  religious  opin¬ 
ion,  and  in  the  generous  and  self-denying  acts  of  benevolence  towards  the 
needy  and  deserving,  as  well  as  towards  every  general  charitable  object, 
we  see  the  Christian  rising  superior  to  the  mere  sectarian,  and  a  true  mani¬ 
festation  of  the  indwelling  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Resolved ,  That  while  we  do  not  ascribe  perfection  to  our  departed  brother, 
yet  his  virtues  and  excellencies,  to  those  who  knew  him  best,  were  so  strik¬ 
ing  and  manifold,  as  to  palliate  any  apparent  defects  ;  so  that  he  has  left 
behind  him,  for  our  [constant  recollection,  a  precious  memory,  full  of 
tender  associations,  of  sweet  commingling  of  thought  and  spirit,  and  of  an 
all-pervading  consciousness  of  a  soul  in  earnest  for  Christ  and  his  kingdom. 

Resolved ,  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  by  the  secretary 
to  the  bereaved  family,  with  the  assurance  of  our  deepest  sympathy 
with  them  in  their  affliction,  and  of  our  earnest  hope  that  when  life’s  work 
is  over,  they  may  all  join  the  sainted  husband  and  father  in  glory.

Conrad.  Besides  Mrs.  H.  D.  Conrad  as  assistant  editor,  it  has  as  contribu¬ 
tors  to  its«  columns  some  of  the  most  acceptable  writers  of  our  church.  Its 
design  is  to  afford,  at  a  price  within  the  means  of  all,  pleasant  and  profit¬ 
able  reading  to  families,  more  especially  of  Lutheran  name  and  attach¬ 
ment,  encourage  and  develop  piety  in  parents  and  children,  as  also  to  aid 
Sunday-school  teachers  in  the  preparation  of  the  International  Series  of 
Bible  Lessons.

M.  L.  Shindel.  pastor  of  the  Pine  Street  Lutheran  Church,  Danville.  Pa., 
addressed  to  Rev.  Dimm,  asking  that  the  financial  interests  of  said  church 
be  presented  to  this  body. 

The  letter  sets  forth  that  thev,  as  a  congregation.  are  in  a  state  of  finan- 
cial  embarrassment,  from  which,  because  of  the  protracted  cessation  of  the 
iron  industries  of  that  section,  upon  which  the  people  are  dependent  for 
the  support  of  themselves  and  their  institutions,  it  is  impossible,  at  this 
time,  to  free  themselves.  They  ask  that  the  use  of  the  money  coming  to 
this  Synod  from  that  quarter,  by  which  we  suppose  the  Stroub  Legacy  is 
meant,  be  allowed  them  for  some  time,  thev  agreeing:  to  transfer  the  mort- 
gages  on  their  property  to  this  Synod  as  security,  pay  interest  annually  as 
Synod  may  direct,  for  which  and  the  gradual  liquidation  of  the  entire  debt, 
they  have  a  plan  in  successful  operation.  The  congregation  otherwise 
is  represented  as  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

The  following  action  is  recommended  : — 

1.  That  we  sympathize  with  the  above  named  congregation  in  its  finan¬ 
cial  embarrassment,  though  we  cannot  but  regard  as  exceedingly  injudi¬ 
cious  the  movement  by  which  they  became  so  heavily  involved. 
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2.  That  their  request  for  aid  from  this  Synod  be  referred  to  the  “  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Stroub  Legacy.” 

3.  That  the  action  of  the  Synod,  in  this  matter,  be  immediately  commu 
nicated  to  the  pastor  of  this  people.

STATE  OF  REEIGIOX. 

Your  committee  appointed  to  report  on  the  religious  condition  of  the 
churches  connected  with  this  Synod,  as  ascertained  chiefly  from  the  re¬ 
ports  of  the  pastors  would  respectfully  present  the  following  : — 

The  written  reports  of  the  brethren  all  clearly  indicate  a  sincere  pur¬ 
pose  to  state  the  true  condition  of  their  charges.  And  yet  these  faithful 
statements  are  somewhat  varied  by  the  standard  in  the  light  of  which 
each  one  reports.  There  is,  however,  considerable  correspondence  in  many 
of  the  statements. 

We  learn,  as  in  previous  years,  that  the  charges  have  generally  enjoyed 
external  prosperity.  The  public  and  social  means  of  grace  have  been  well 
attended.  The  contributions  to  the  various  benevolent  purposes  have 
been  some  larger,  notwithstanding  the  panic,  than  in  former  years ;  al¬ 
though  the  full  proportion  expected  of  us  by  the  General  Synod  for  cer¬ 
tain  objects  has  not  been  quite  realized,  and  increased  faithfulness  will  still 
be  required  in  this  direction. 

One  great  encouragement  in  this  department  has  been  the  organization 
of  “  Children’s  Missionary  Societies,”  under  the  suggestions  and  labors  of 
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Rev.  A.  D.  Rowe,  the  Children’s  Missionary.  A  missionary  and  benevolent 
spirit  is  thus  cultivated  among  the  young.  It  has  also  been  ascertained 
that  private  contributions  to  benevolent  purposes,  amounting  to  thousands, 
have  been  made,  that  are  not  reported  in  our  parochial  columns. 

Catechization  continues  to  receive  proper  attention  ;  Sabbath-school 
work  is  faithfully  prose  cuted  ;  and  what  is  very  cheering,  young  people’s 
meetings  are  frequently  held,  and  organizations  formed  for  the  promotion  of 
early  piety  and  usefulness.  How  much  all  this  is  needed  in  behalf  of  the 
young  is  wisely  suggested  by  the  complaints  made  in  some  of  the  reports,  that 
sinful  amusements  are  greatly  counteracting  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  this 
class. 

As  to  deep  spirituality  and  special  and  large  manifestations  of  the  spirit 
but  few  of  the  reports  can  speak  with  positiveness.  And  yet  some  por¬ 
tions  of  our  field  have  been  visited  with  refreshing  showers  ;  and  gratitude 
for  the  past  and  hope  for  the  future  in  this  respect  are  expressed  by  all  the 
brethren.  The  desire  is  universal  that  God  may  give  us  all  greater 
spiritual  enlargement.  For  our  encouragement,  a  few  congregations  are 
represented  as  in  a  better  spiritual  condition  than  ever  before.  Protracted 
meetings  have  been  held  in  a  number  of  the  churches,  with  at  least  cheer¬ 
ing  results.  The  plan  of  visiting  and  aiding  each  other,  as  pastors,  adopted 
by  one  of  our  conferences,  has  also  been  pretty  generally  carried  out  by 
said  conference,  and  has  proved  an  interesting  and  valuable  feature  of 
work. 

There  are,  also,  other  encouraging  features  :  some  new  houses  of  worship 
have  been  erected  during  the  past  year;  very  few  of  the  churches  are 
seriously  burdened  with  debt ;  additional  congregations  have  been  organ¬ 
ized  ;  and  order  and  peace  prevail  in  our  borders. 

For  all  these  indications  of  success  we  devoutlv  thank  God.

But  we  need  undertake  and  expect,  under  God,  far  more  for  the 
future.  For  the  improvement  of  the  religious  condition  of  our  churches, 
let  us  cultivate  ministerial  and  pastoral  fidelity,  preach  the  Word  with 
singleness  of  aim,  awaken  special  religious  interest,  bring  into  active  sym¬ 
pathy  and  co  operation  every  force,  among  old  and  young,  use  with  energy 
well  ascertained  and  approved  plans  of  training,  benevolence,  and  charity  ; 
and  then  prayerfully  and  confidently  look  for  success  to  Him  who  has  de¬ 
clared,  “Not  by  might,  nor  by  power,  but  by  my  spirit.”

EOYSVIEEE  ORPHANS’  HOME. 

Your  trustees,  in  the  absence  of  the  superintendent,  Rev.  Willard,  are 
happy  to  report  this  institution  in  a  prosperous  condition.  It  seems  yearly 
to  be  gaining  friends.  The  hearts  of  our  people  are  going  out  into  it.  The 
usual  number  of  soldiers’  orphans  has  been  maintained,  and  the  number  of 
church  orphans  somewhat  increased.  During  the  year  a  good  sized  and 
substantial  barn  has  been  erected  and  paid  for.  Other  improvements  have 
also  been  made,  as  the  moneys  of  the  Home  have  justified.  It  affords  us 
pleasure  to  state  that,  by  the  judicious  management  of  the  Board,  the 
Home  is  now  out  of  debt,  and  that  all  moneys  henceforth  coming  into  its 
possession  will  be  applied  to  the  maintenance  of  orphans,  and  the  making 
of  necessary  improvements. 

During  the  last  year  the  Home  was  remembered  in  two  legacies,  one  of 
$500  and  another  of  $2,000,  which,  by  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  was  made 
the  nucleus  of  a  memorial  fund,  the  interest  of  which  is  to  be  expended  for 
the  support  of  orphans. 

Rev.  P.  Willard,  our  superintendent,  still  continues  to  have  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  Board,  and  manages  it  to  its  entire  satisfaction. 

The  trustees  would  say  that  we  have  many  applications  to  receive  orphan 
children,  but  the  executive  committee,  for  want  of  sufficient  funds,  is  una¬ 
ble  to  entertain  them.  We  believe  that  an  appeal  to  our  churches  by 
their  pastors,  in  behalf  of  these  needy  ones,  would  bring  means  enough  to 
support  all  that  are  offered  to  us.

Continuing,  as  we  do.  to  recognize  the  Sunday-school  as  a  method  of 
Christian  training  in  the  Church  of  modern  times,  upon  which  the  Lord 
has  unmistakably  set  the  seal  of  his  approval  and  benediction,  we  must, 
both  as  pastors  and  people,  ever  feel  our  warmest  sympathies,  prayers  and 
efforts  pledged  to  the  progress  of  this  blessed  cause. 

We  hail  with  pleasure  every  efficient  means  for  rendering  the  work  in- 
our  schools  still  more  successful.  The  lessons  wdiich  our  Board  of  Publi¬ 
cation  now  issues  in  monthly  leaves,  and  are  also  sent  forth  in  the  Lu- 
tlieran  Home  Monthly,  we  are  happy  to  know  have  been  very  extensively 
welcomed.  Hearing  that  it  is  now  contemplated  to  issue  another  series  of 
lessons  and  comments  for  teachers,  we  hereby  express  the  hope  that  the 
design  may  be  consummated.

The  sermon  is  defective  in  exegesis,  arrangement,  matter  and  orthog¬ 
raphy. 

His  salary  being  but  $250,  he  has  seen  fit  to  engage  in  secular  pursuits 
to  make  up  the  deficiency. 

He  reports  no  contributions  to  Synod. 

Your  committee  recommend 

1.  That  Bro.  Kingsley’s  license  be  renewed. 

2.  That  we  regret  that  he  found  it  necessary,  in  his  opinion,  to  engage 
in  secular  business. 

3.  That  the  President  of  Synod  kindly  admonish  him  upon  the  above 
points.

RULES  OF  ORDER. 

I.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  being  first  presented  in  a  mo¬ 
tion  made  and  seconded,  and  if  required  by  the  President,  committed  to 
writing;  and  the  mover  shall  have  the  privilege  of  withdrawing  such  mo¬ 
tion,  at  any  time  before  the  question  is  taken. 

II.  When  a  motion  has  been  made  and  seconded,  if  a  member  objects 
to  its  being  discussed,  the  President  shall  immediately  put  the  question, 
“  Shall  this  subject  be  discussed  ?”  when,  if  decided  in  the  negative,  the 
motion  shall  be  dismissed  ;  and  no  motion  thus  dismissed  shall  be  entered 
on  the  minutes  unless  by  a  vote  of  the  Synod. 
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III.  If  any  proposition  or  motion  under  debate  contains  two  or  more 
points,  it  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  the  vote  taken 
separately. 

IY.  No  amendment  shall  be  entered  unless  germane  to  the  motion  un¬ 
der  consideration,  nor  shall  any  amendment  be  in  order  beyond  the  second 
degree. 

Y.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  entertained 
except — 

1.  To  adjourn  ; 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table  ; 

3.  To  close  debate  ; 

4.  To  postpone  indefinitely  ; 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  time  specified  ; 

6.  To  refer  to  a  standing  committee  or  the  officers  of  Synod  ; 

7.  To  refer  to  a  special  committee  ; 

8.  To  amend  ; 

Which  motions  shall  take  precedence  of  each  other,  in  the  order  in  which- 
they  are  numbered. 

YI.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a  mem¬ 
ber  has  the  floor  and  is  speaking. 

YII.  The  motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  close  debate,  and 
to  postpone  indefinitely,  shall  be  taken  without  debate. 

YIII.  Amendments  may  be  offered  at  any  stage  of  the  question. 

IX.  When  a  motion  is  adopted  to  close  debate,  the  motions  then  pend¬ 
ing  before  the  Synod  shall  be  put  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement  as  pro¬ 
vided  in  rule  fifth. 

X.  A  motion  to  refer  or  commit  is  debatable,  but  until  decided  shall 
preclude  all  debate  of  the  main  question. 

XI.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  ;  but  any  member 
has  a  right  to  appeal  from  his  decision.  The  question  on  an  appeal  shall 
be  stated  in  the  following  manner  :  “Shall  the  decision  of  the  President 
stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Synod?”  and  until  decided  shall  preclude 
all  debate  of  the  main  question.  Debate  shall  be  allowed  only  on  appeals 
taken,  while  a  debatable  motion  is  before  the  Synod. 

XII.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum,  the  highest  number,  or  the 
longest  time  named,  shall  be  voted  on  first. 

XIII.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  and  recorded  on  any  question, 
when  requested  by  five  members  of  the  Synod. 

XI Y.  No  member  shall  speak  in  debate  without  first  rising  from  his 
seat  and  respectfully  addressing  himself  to  the  President.  He  shall  con¬ 
fine  himself  to  the  subject  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality ;  nor  shall 
he  be  interrupted,  except  with  his  own  consent,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ex¬ 
planation. 
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XV.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  with¬ 
out  permission  of  the  Synod. 

XYI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  speak  on  any  matter  before 
the  Synod,  provided  the  chair  be  filled  by  another  member  ;  and  he  shall 
have  the  power  to  name  any  member  to  perform  temporarily  the  duties  of 
the  chair  when  he  may  wish  to  vacate  it. 

XVII.  The  President  shall  nominate  all  committee?;,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Synod. 

XVIII.  These  Rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately 
after  the  organization  of  the  Synod ;  and  may  be  altered  or  amended 
at  any  session,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

PRESIDENT’S  REPORT. 

* 

Dear  Brethren  : — Permitted  to  assemble  in  the  Thirty-third  Annual 
Convention  by  the  mercy  of  our  God,  it  becomes  us  most  devoutly  to 
acknowledge  him  at  the  beginning  of  our  recital  of  the  experiences  or 
another  year.  With  so  little  in  the  memories  of  the  past  year  to  cause 
sorrow,  and  so  much  in  the  experiences  of  the  present  to  awaken  gratitude, 
we  surely  can  all  join  in  the  words  of  the  Psalmist,  “  Bless  the  Lord,  0, 
my  soul ;  and  all  that  is  within  me  bless  his  holy  name.”  One  dear 
brother,  much  beloved  by  us  all,  it  is  true,  has  been  removed  to  the  better 
home  since  we  last  met  as  a  Synod,  and  we  shall  no  longer  enjoy  his  very 
kindly  sympathy  and  love.  Dr.  Stork  is  dead ;  but  we  can  rejoice  not 
only  iu  the  testimony  which  he  has  left  us  that  the  change  is  his  infinite 
and  eternal  gain,  but  also  in  the  full  assurance  which  he  has  left  us  that 
divine  grace  can  and  does  support  as  we  are  assured  in  life’s  darkest  and 
most  trying  hours.  The  last  words  which  he  was  permitted  to  pen  were 
those  of  readiness  to  quit  this  life  for  that  beyond,  where  Christ  is 
its  light  and  ever-abounding  joy.  May  we  all  be  stimulated  by  his  devo¬ 
tion  and  love,  to  make,  with  the  Master’s  help,  each  work  of  life  a  prepa¬ 
ration  for  Him,  that  whenever  and  wherever  the  summons  may  come  it 
may  find  us  also  ready.  With  this  only  element  of  sadness,  how  rich  and 
abounding  have  been  the  causes  for  joy  and  gratitude.  God’s  paths 
among  us  during  the  past  summer  have  literally  dropped  fatness;  no 
fearful  disease  or  terrible  distress  has  invaded  our  charges  or  our  homes, 
and  although  one  year  ago  men’s  hearts  were  beginning  to  fail  them  for 
fear,  and  for  looking  after  the  things  which  were  coming  upon  the 
country,  standing  here  to-day  amid  the  abundance  of  His  goodness  we  can 
say — hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us.

Upon  his  own  application  I  granted  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission  to  Rev.  D.  E.  Reed  to  the  Central  Synod  of  Pennsyl- 
syl  vania. 

July  21st,  1874.  Rev.  J.  R.  Focht  announced  to  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  charge  of  the  Hamilton  congregation,  Monroe  county,  Pa.,  on 
the  first  of  April,  1874,  and  had  accepted  a  call  to  McConnellsburg,  Pa. 
Upon  his  own  request  I  granted  him  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission 
to  the  Allegheny  Synod. 

August  7th,  1874.  Rev.  H.  J.  Watkins  announced  to  me  that  he  had 
resigned  his  charge,  St.  Paul’s,  of  Lower  Merion,  February  1st.,  1874, 
and  had  accepted  Zion’s  Church,  Xewville,  Pa.  17pon  his  request  to  be 
dismissed  to  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  I  granted  him  a  certificate  of 
honorable  dismission. 

APPLICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

November  12th,  1873.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Lebanon  Conference,  in 
Mohrsville,  I  met  the  Rev.  L.  M.  Heilman,  who  informed  me  that  he  had 
entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  Second  Church  of  Harrisburg,  having  ac¬ 
cepted  a  call  from  it,  and  I  received  from  him  his  certificate  of  honorable 
dismission  from  tne  Synod  of  Central  Illinois. 

February  12th,  1874.  Rev.  Wm.  M.  Baum,  D.  D.,  informed  of  his  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  the  charge  of  St.  Matthew’s  Church,  in  Philadelphia,  made 
vacant  by  the  death  of  Rev.  E.  W.  Hutter,  D.  D.  He  also  stated  that  in 
view  of  his  official  relations  to  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  it  would  be 
necessary  for  him  to  remain  in  connection  with  that  body  till  after  its 
next  meeting.  He  will  present  his  certificate  of  dismission  from  that  body 
at  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

March  13th,  1874.  I  received  information  from  Rev.  A.  W.  Lentz, 
President  of  the  Susquehanna  Synod,  that  Rev.  Carl  Schmitt,  a  licentiate 
of  that  body,  had  formed  a  new  charge  in  and  around  the  town  of  Orwigs- 
burg,  Schuylkill  county,  in  the  bounds  of  the  Synod  of  East  Pennsylvania, 
and  recommending  the  infant  enterprise  and  its  pastor  to  our  care.  After 
due  examination  and  the  reception  of  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission 
from  the  President  of  Susquehanna  Synod,  I  received  the  Rev.  Schmitt 
into  this  body. 

March  9th,  1874.  I  received  a  letter  from  Mr.  Geo.  Michael,  formerly 
a  beneficiary  of  this  Synod,  and  then  at  Yale  Theological  Seminary,  ask¬ 
ing  me  to  send  him  ad  interim  license  and  point  him  to  a  field  of  labor. 
I  replied,  informing  him  that  it  was  not  my  privilege  to  grant  license  to 
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any  one  to  preach  the  gospel  who  was  an  utter  stranger  to  me,  and  recom¬ 
mending  him  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Lebanon  Conference,  in 
Berrysburg,  on  June  9th,  1874,  but  he  failed  to  appear. 

March  24th,  1874.  Received  a  letter  from  Rev.  W.  H.  Steck,  inform¬ 
ing  me  that  he  had  accepted  the  charge  of  the  congregation  at  Lower 
Merion  (Cabinet),  and  had  entered  upon  his  duties.  Subsequently,  July 
22d,  1874,  I  received  his  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  Synod 
of  Kansas  and  adjacent  parts. 

June  16th,  1874.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Lebanon  Conference,  at  Berrys¬ 
burg,  I  was  informed  that  Rev.  W.  I.  Cutter  had  taken  charge  of  the 
Myerstown  and  adjacent  congregations,  and  I  received  from  him  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  Hartwick  Synod  to  this  body. 

July  8th,  1874.  I  was  informed  by  Rev.  S.  S.  Palmer  that  he  had  ac¬ 
cepted  a  call  from  the  West  Pikeland  charge,  Chester  county,  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  from  the  West  Pennsylvania 
Synod.  He  is  a  licentiate  of  that  body,  and  I  suppose  proposes  to  apply 
for  ordination  to  this  Synod. 

August  15th,  1874.  Rev.  J.  B.  Anthony  informed  me  that  he  had  taken 
charge  of  the  church  at  Minersville,  Schuylkill  co.,  and  would  present  his 
certificate  of  dismission  from  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod  at  this  meeting 
of  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  • 

RESIGNATIONS. 

November  22d,  1873.  Rev.  R.  F.  Kingsley  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  charge  at  Catawissa.  Of  his  present  location  I  am  not  informed- 

February  3d,  1874.  Rev.  S.  S.  Engle  notified  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  charge  of  the  Emanuel’s  Church,  Brickerville,  Lancaster  co.,  to  take 
effect  April  1,  1874,  and  had  accepted  the  Fisherville  charge,  vacated  by  the 
departure  of  Rev.  F.  Aurand. 

March  13th,  1874.  Rev.  Sam’l  Holman  informed  me  that  he  had 
resigned  the  charge  of  Grace  Lutheran  Church,  West  Philadelphia,  in  No¬ 
vember,  1873.  He  has,  however,  continued  to  preach  to  a  portion  of  the 
congregation,  which  is  now  unhappily  in  a  divided  condition. 

June  19th,  1874.  Rev.  J.  R.  Dimm  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
the  charge  of  Messiah’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  to  take  effect  July  1st,  1874, 
and  had  accepted  the  superintendencv  of  the  Lutherville  Female  Semi¬ 
nary.  He  expects  to  remain,  however,  in  connection  with  the  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod. 

July  28th,  1874.  Received  information  from  Rev.  G.  M.  Rhodes,  that 
he  had  resigned  the  charge  of  the  church  in  Columbia,  to  take  effect  that 
day. 

DEATHS. 

March  28th,  1874.  I  received  notice  of  the  death  of  Rev.  Theophilus 
Stork,  D.  D.,  to  which  I  have  already  referred.  At  the  proper  time,  I 
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doubt  not,  you  will  give  suitable  expression  of  regard  for  this  dear  brother, 
so  much  beloved  by  all. 

ad  interim:  license. 

June  16th,  1874.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Lebanon  Conference,  at  Berrys- 
burg,  upon  the  recommendation  of  a  number  of  brethren,  I  appointed  a 
committee  to  examine  Mr.  E.  S.  Brovrnmiller  for  “  ad  interim"  license. 
Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  I  granted  the  license  with  the 
understanding  that  he  was  to  continue  his  studies  under  the  direction  of 
Bev.  J.  F.  Beinmund  until  the  meeting  of  Synod.  Subsequently  Bev. 
Brownmiller  informed  me  that  he  had  taken  charge  of  the  Union  Deposit 
and  Hill  churches,  in  Dauphin  county,  and  was  encouraged  in  his  work. 

LAYING  OF  CORNER  STONES  AND  DEDICATIONS. 

February  18th,  1874.  Bev.  M.  Fernsler  informed  me  that  the  Union 
Salem  church,  in  Berrysburg,  had  been  rebuilt  and  enlarged,  at  a  cost  of 
$6,000,  and  was  dedicated  on  February  1st  to  the  service  of  God  free  from 
debt. 

June  5th,  1874.  Bev.  G.  P.  Weaver  informed  me  that  the  church  at  May- 
town  had  been  refitted  and  r  ededicated  to  the  service  of  God. 

August  10th,  1874.  Bev.  A.  D.  Croll  informed  me  that  a  new  church, 
had  been  dedicated  to  the  service  of  God  in  Upper  Milford,  Lehigh  county 
on  the  8th  and  9th  of  November  last.  The  new  enterprise  embraces  about 
thirty  persons,  who  have  erected  a  substantial  stone  church  at  a  cost  of 
$3,500,  which  was  all  paid  before  dedication. 

June  14th,  1874.  The  basement  of  the  new  church  erected  in  Millers- 
burg,  Dauphin  county,  Bev.  M.  Fernsler,  pastor,  was  dedicated  to  the  ser¬ 
vice  of  God  under  most  encouraging  circumstano.es. 

May  20th,  1874.  Bev.  M.  Fernsler  informed  me  that  a  corner-stone  for 
a  new  brick  church,  45  by  70  feet,  had  been  laid  at  Upper  Paxton, 
Dauphin  county,  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  structure  belonging  to  the 
Salem  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church.  This  dear  brother  has  had  the 
pleasant  experience  of  participating  in  the  erection  of  an  elegant  and 
substantial  church  in  each  of  the  congregations  of  his  charge  within  the 
past  two  years. 

Some  time  last  fall  a  corner-stone  was  laid  and  a  commodious  and  ele¬ 
gant  church  has  since  been  erected  by  the  congregation  of  Bev.  J.  F.  Bein¬ 
mund  in  Lebanon. 

August  23d,  1874.  Bev.  D.  Kloss  informed  me  that  the  corner-stone 
for  a  new  church  edifice  had  been  laid  at  Williamstown,  with  appropriate 
service,  July  19th,  1874.

The  following  brethren  have  been  duly  installed  in  their  respective 
charges : — 
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November  23d,  1874.  Rev.  L.  M.  Heilman,  Second  Evangelical 
Lutheran  Church,  Harrisburg.  Committee,  Revs.  Stelling,  Reinmund  and 
Suesserott. 

March  8th,  1874.  Rev.  W.  M.  Baum,  D.  D.,  St.  Matthews  Church, 
Philadelphia.  Committee,  Drs.  F.  W.  Conrad  and  F.  Stork,  and  Rev.  B. 
C.  Suesserott. 

August  2d,  1874.  Rev.  S.  S.  Engle  in  the  Fisherville  charge.  Com¬ 
mittee,  Revs.  Fernsler  and  Kloss. 

July  20th,  1874.  On  application  of  Rev.  S.  S.  Palmer,  I  appointed 
Revs.  Steck  and  Shoffner  a  committee  to  install  him  at  West  Pikeland  ; 
but,  upon  Rev.  Shoffner’s  suggestion,  that  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
constitution  to  install  an  unordained  minister,  I  directed  them  to  defer  the 
installation  till  after  his  ordination. 

VACANCIES. 

Nov.  18th,  1874.  I  received  information  from  Rev.  0.  F.  Waage  that 
he  had  resigned  one  of  the  congregations  composing  his  charge — the  Ridge 
Valley — to  take  effect  at  the  close  of  the  year.  I  have  not  heard  of  its 
being  supplied.  His  charge  is  not  in  connection  with  this  Synod,  but  I 
wrote  to  him  asking  him  if  he  could  suggest  some  other  charge  with  which 
it  could  unite,  but  he  could  not  indicate  any  one. 

The  church  at  Columbia,  by  the  resignation  of  G.  M.  Rhodes,  became 
vacant  July  28th.  I  have  not  learned  that  it  has  been  supplied. 

By  Rev.  J.  B.  Antony’s  acceptance  of  Minersville  alone,  Port  Carbon  ' 
and  Friedensburg  are  still  unsupplied. 

The  Whitehall ville  charge,  in  Bucks  county,  is  still,  as  far  I  have 
learned,  unsupplied. 

Messiah’s  Church,  Philadelphia,  became  vacant  July  1st,  1874,  by  the 
resignation  of  Rev.  J.  R.  Dimm. 

Despite  all  the  efforts  of  the  Lebanon  Conference  to  bring  order  out  of 
the  chaotic  condition  in  which  the  Petersburg  charge,  Lancaster  county, 
has  been,  the  condition  of  parts  of  the  charge  is  as  bad,  or  worse,  than 
ever.  Millersville  and  Rohrerstown  are  unprovided  for  and  Brickerville 
has  been  left  to  take  care  of  itself.  Rev.  Mr.  Porr  has  gone,  I  have  been 
told,  to  Briekersville,  under  a  misunderstanding,  but  will  not  be  able  to 
remain  without  aid  from  without.  I  hope  he  will  be  in  attendance  upon 
Bynod  and  present  his  case.  Millersville  ha3  been  supplied  for  about  four 
years  by  myself,  and  the  interest  is  steadily  increasing,  but  it  will  be  im¬ 
possible  for  me  to  continue  this  additional  labor.  My  church  council  have 
informed  me  that  it  is  their  wish  that  I  should  relinquish  it,  as  my  labors 
are  becoming  too  excessive.  Rohrerstown  is  utterly  neglected. 

CONGREGATIONS  APPLYING  TO  BE  RECEIVED. 

Aug.  26th,  1874.  I  received  notice  from  Rev.  Carl  Schmidt  that  the 
St.  Jacob’s  Congregation,  of  East  Brunswick,  Schuylkill  county,  had  by 
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a  legal  vote  decided  to  make  application  for  admission  into  the  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Synod.  I  assured  him,  in  reply,  that  the  Synod,  at  its  present 
session,  would  give  due  consideration  to  their  application. 

Within  the  last  two  weeks  I  have  had  several  interviews  with  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  newly-organized  St.  Stephen’s  Lutheran  Church — German — of 
Lancaster  Citv,  and  have  been  authorized  to  act  in  their  behalf  at  the 
present  meeting  of  this  Synod.  I  bring  with  me  the  action  of  the  congre¬ 
gation,  applying  for  admission  to  this^Synod,  and  asking  to  be  supplied 
with  a  minister  as  speedily  as  possible.  I  trust  that  you  will  give  prompt 
attention  to  both  of  their  applications. 

ACTION  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  PENNSYLVANIA  COLLEGE — STROUB  LEGACY. 

July  10,  1874.  I  received  from  Rev.  Chas.  Hay,  D.  D.,  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Pennsylvania  College,  the  following  resolution 
passed  by  that  body  at  its  last  meeting  : — 

Resolved ,  That  this  Board  formally  apply  to  the  Synod  of  Ea3t  Penn* 
sylvania  for  the  bequest  of  Hr.  Henry  Stroub,  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a 
Synodical  endowment  of  a  Professorship  in  this  institution,  on  our  pledge 
that  for  every  thousand  dollars  realized  from  said  bequest,  this  Board 
grant  to  the  Synod  a  perpetual  scholarship  for  the  education  of  a  benefi¬ 
ciary. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Nov.  13,  1873.  I  received  notice  from  Rev.  S.  G.  Shannon,  Secretary 
of  the  Central  Synod,  asking  the  co-operation  of  the  Synod  of  East  Penn¬ 
sylvania  in  the  formation  of  a  new  charge,  to  embrace  Haysville  and 
Dauphin,  lying  on  opposite  sides  of  the  Susquehanna  river.  As  the  action 
of  this  Central  Synod  is  recorded  in  their  published  minutes,  I  trust  it  will 
receive  due  consideration  when  the  minutes  of  corresponding  bodies  are 
examined. 

Dec.  4,  1373.  I  received  a  letter  from  Rev.  Chas.  Albert,  of  Carlisle, 
in  reply  to  one  which  I  was  directed  by  Synod  at  our  iast  convention,  to 
write  to  him,  regarding  the  Rev.  J.  Forthman.  and  suggesting  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  his  being  a  member  of  the  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  within 
whose  bounds  he  now  resides.  Rev.  A.  directed  me  to  write  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  Rev.  Luther  A.  Gotwald,  who  in  re¬ 
sponse  said  that  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismission  would  admit  him  to 
that  body,  but,  in  his  judgment,  it  was  best  for  Rev.  F.  to  remain  where 
he  is  best  known,  in  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod.  Rev.  Albert  assured 
me  that  the  Christian  people  of  Carlisle  are  not  lacking  in  sym  pathy  for 
Rev.  F.  in  his  distress,  but  that  he,  by  his  peculiarities,  has  estranged 
them  to  some  extent. 

February  11th,  1874.  I  received  notice  from  Rev.  M.  Sheeleigh  that 
his  name  had  not  been  substituted  for  Rev.  G.  F.  Stelling’s,  on  the  Examin* 
ing  Committee,  by  the  Secretary.  I  directed  him  to  consider  himself  the 
appointee. 
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April  29th,  1873.  I  was  informed  by  Rev.  P.  S.  Mack  that  it  would  be 
impossible  for  him  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Susquehanna  Synod  as 
the  delegate  from  this  Synod.  At  this  request  I  appointed  Rev.  J.  M. 
Deitzler,  who  informed  me  that  he  expected  to  attend. 

The  condition  of  Grace  Church,  West  Philadelphia,  demands  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Synod.  It  is  not  necessary  to  burden  this  already  lengthy  re¬ 
port  with  the  details  of  the  efforts,  personal  and  otherwise,  which  have 
been  made  in  behalf  of  this  congregation.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  are 
rent  asunder,  and  though  scarcely  able  to  stand  when  united,  they  are  en¬ 
deavoring  to  maintain  a  divided  existence.  The  papers  respecting  it  are 
in  my  possession,  and  will  be  presented  in  connection  with  this  report. 

SUGGESTION. 

The  foregoing  is  a  correct  statement  of  the  various  items  which  have 
claimed  my  attention  during  the  past  year  :  I  have  a  suggestion  to  make 
in  closing  my  report.  I  do  not  offer  it  in  a  spirit  of  dictation,  but  by  way 
of  kindly  suggestion.  Can  we  not  very  greatly  improve  the  spirit  and 
efficiency  of  our  Synod  by  giving  less  prominence  to  the  business,  and  de¬ 
voting  more  time  to  the  consideration  of  questions  more  vitally  connected 
with  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  ?  This  can  be  done  to  a 
great  degree  by  refering  the  business  to  a  Standing  Committee,  who,  in 
daily  sessions,  can  prepare  the  work  for  the  Synod’s  decision.  It  would  no 
doubt  require  changes  in  the  Constitution,  but  is  it  not  worth  the  trouble? 
The  experience  of  the  Lebanon  Conference  during  the  last  five  years,  and 
the  hearty  welcome  which  Sabbath-school  and  Christian  Association 
conventions  receive  from  the  public,  seem  to  clearly  indicate  what  is  the 
demand  of  the  times  from  Christian  men  assembled  in  convention  avowedly 
to  discuss  the  great  questions  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Would  not  our 
laymen  take  more  interest  in  our  conventions  and  become  more  efficient 
workmen  in  them,  and  necessarily  at  home?  Would  we  not,  instead  of 
empty  benches  during  the  sessions  of  our  Synod,  as  is  now  the  painful  ex¬ 
perience,  have  an  interested  assembly,  drawn  more  and  more  in  sympathy 
with  God’s  work  ?  and  could  we  not  expect  from  such  meetings  special 
blessings  to  flow  in  the  revival  of  the  Church  ? 

May  God’s  blessing  rest  upon  us  and  our  labors,  and  may  we  be  enabled 
to  devise  liberal  things  and  great  things  for  the  furtherance  of  His  glory.
